court optncd Scoville made a formal 
request for the papers taken from GUI- 
t«an at the time of his arrest, stating 
they wore important evidence in the 
defense. 
As the prosecution had not 


needed them he could see no reason 
why they should be withheld. The Dis- 
trict Attorney offered to furnish copies 
of the papers, but Seoville insisted upon 
his rights in the matter and abked for 
the original. 


Durinu' a momentary lull in the pro- 


ceedings Guiteau desired to make a per 
sonal explanation. 
He made an cxpres 


sion yesterday vhat "Julius" was too 
suggestive of the negro race, and fo 
that rea?pn ho had dropped it from hi 
name. 
His prejudice was begotten 


twenty years ago. 
He meant no disre 


apeet to any person or any race particu- 
larly, nor to the colored race, for they 
were more highly thought of than the 
white race now-a-days. 


Suoville continued by reading fjul- 


teau's letters. 
Seoville read a letter 


written by Guiteau to his father, in 
which he "spoke ol having gotten into 
some trouble, m which he asked for 
money. 
Guiteau explained the letter, 


saying : "One of my clients, a misera- 
ble little ffhelp, had me arrested on ac- 
count of a difference of $20 between us. 
As soon as the District Attorney's at- 
tention wae called 'to the matter I was 
rcleas'd. I never ought to have been 
arrested, but it got into the papers and 
did Die a cood deal of harm. 
I had 


been in the theology business some 
time, and as usual was ont of money 
That's all there is in that." 


Aa the reading of the letter conelud 


cd, Guiteau again interrupted, saying 
'•I never got, much from my father, lie 
got down on me because I left the 
Oneida Community. 
\Ve could never, 


after that, agree on tliat miserable, 
stinking community business. I'm mad 
every time I think of it. It kept me 
out of fellowship with my father up to 
the time of his death." 


Scoville. resuming, alluded to Gui- 


tea's career as a politician, and drew the 
conclusion his intellect was deficient. 
This view aroused the prisoner at once, 
and he began a scries of interruptions, 
protesting azainstScoville's conclusions 
at once. 
When reference was made to 


his running around from one committee 
room to another, seeking to be employed 
as a campaign speaker, and his failure 
to obtain recognition was mentioned, 
Guiteau shouted angrily, ''It wasn't be- 
causo I had no ability ; but I was not 
known, 
t had ideas but not repetition. 


They wanted big puns like Gen: Grant 
anil Senator Conklin" ; men who would 
dra-.v.'' Then, in direct contradiction 
to his counsel's declaration to tho jury 
yesterday, that Guiteau was a man who 
never made a joke in his life, he looked 
up witb an amused smile and added : 
"I presume I'd draw now." 


This provoked general laughter, which 


was promptly suppressed by the Judge, 
who struirgled to conceal the smile upon 
his own features. 


Seovilie continued upon the same 


Hue ard criticised Guiteau's speech en- 
tilled "Gaifield vs. Hancock." 


(Juiteau became more and more re't- 


Icsi", and in the most excited manner 
ahown by him, shouted to Scoville: "1 
object to )<iur theory nil that seore, and 
when you try to make out that I'm a 
fool I'm down on you.

and protested that he would not allow 
his counsel to make him out a fool.

Geo. W. Olds, of Michigan, testified , 


to Jlrs. Scoville's charging Guiteau 
with being crazy, and saying he had at- 
tempted to kill her, and asking the wit- 
nesi to put him off the place. The wit- 
ness related how Guiteau soaped hick- 
ory trees in the spring, and how when 
weeding he pulled up more strawberries 
and turnips than wccda. 


The prisoner—I think we've had

THANKSGIVING EVE. 


Williiiui CdUtrill, one of the earliest 
Cillers and oldest residents of Dec»tur, 
lied at his late residence in this city, on 
Thursday morning, Nov. 21th, at 2:30 
t'clock, in the 8id yeai of his age. The 
ild gentleman hud been in feeble health 
or several yeurs, but was able a short 
iBie since to visit Kankakee river in com- 
mny with a number of old friends, who 
went there an a lUbing excursion. On 
he way, und while at the river, the party 
were exposed to a drenching rain ana to 
the cold which followed. Mr. Cantrill 
returned home with a severe colJ, and 
soon afterward he was taken down with 
ung fever, which caused his death. He 
was considered almost out of danger on 
Tuesday tind Wednesday, b<it he experi- 
enced a change for the woi.-e on Wednes- 
day evening sotm ufler 4 u'd'ick. Rela- 
tives and friends watched ul Uis bedside 
that night, but not unli! after the mid- 
night hour did the watchers note any 
marked signs of the old man's approaching 
dissolution. He passed away peacefully, 
as in a sleep; and thus it was that "Uncle 
Billy," whJtu nearly everybody Knew, 
paid the great debt of Nature. 


Mr. Cantrill was one of the very earliest 


settlers of Decatur. 
He was born in 


Green county, Kentucky, on January 17, 
1800, and first located in Sangamon co., 
111., as early as 18i5. Eight years later— 
in 1833—be came to Decatur, and soou 
after opened a general country store on 
the lot where W. C. Armstrong's drug 
store now stands. In 18i» Daniel McCall 
was appointed Decatur's first postmaster, 
and he was succeeded by Mr. Canlrill, 
who in turn was succeeded by Dr. J. O. 
Spears. In the early days the deceased 
was quite an active local politician, and 
was always an uncompromising democrat. 
He possessed considerable property in 
his day, and look an active interest in the 
early f-rowlii and development of Deca- 
tiir. In 1810 he was elected to represent 
Macon county in the Illinois Legislature.

was chosen the IbirUcnth treasurer of 
the county, being succeeded by Ira B. 
Curtis ia 1863. During his lifetime tbe 
deceased was a member of the Methodist 
and Christian churches.
